The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items: 

1 ) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration conducted, 

2) an identification of the claims discussed, 

3) an identification of the specific prior art discussed,

(The identification of arguments need not be lengthy or elaborate. A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not 
required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

8. A method of remotely controlling a work machine, comprising: 
transmitting a movement signal from a r e mot o an input device remote from a 

work machine to a controller disposed on [[a]] the work machine; 

moving at least one hydraulic actuator disposed on the work machine in 
response to the movement signal; 

sensing a parameter indicative of a magnitude of a force exerted by the at least 
one hydraulic actuator; 

transmitting a force signal having an indication of the magnitude of the force 
exerted by the at least one hydraulic actuator; and 

exerting a feedback force on the input device, the magnitude of the feedback 
force being related to the magnitude of the force exerted by the hydraulic actuator. 

9. The method of claim 8, wherein the step of sensing a parameter includes 
sensing a pressure representative of a fluid pressure in the at least one hydraulic 
actuator. 



1 0. The method of claim 8, further including manipulating a joystick to 
generate the movement signal. 

1 1 . The method of claim 8, wherein the movement of the at least one 
hydraulic actuator results in the movement of a work implement disposed on the work 
machine. 



12. The method of claim 8, further including: 

sensing a parameter indicative of a velocity of the at least one hydraulic actuator; 

and 

transmitting a velocity signal having an indication of the magnitude of the velocity 
of the at least one hydraulic actuator.
